Julia Ratti, Executive Director of G A P. (Gang Alternatives Partnership, Inc.), presented a report entitled The White Paper on



Gangs in the Truckee Meadows and revi ewed significant points fromthe report, which included a progress report on reconmendations
fromthe 1991 report, recommendati ons on how to continue to address the issues for the future, and statistics concerning gang
menber ship and gang crine. She stated that the good news is that there has been a trenmendous anmount of positive activity since
1991 in the Truckee Meadows, which shows that the community is addressing the gang i ssues very progressively. M. Ratti discussed
the prograns and facilities that have been established such as Juvenile Services' out-reach offices, neighborhood drop-in centers
for teens, Family Court, dress codes at the schools, graffiti abatenment, etc. She further stated that there is nore to be done,
revi ewed those reconmendati ons and answered several questions from Board nmenbers stressing that hel ping the youth find enpl oynment,
ment ori ng prograns and getting the parents involved are the nost effective progranms to reduce gang nmenbership

Leonard Pugh, Director, Juvenile Services, responded to Conmi ssioner Sferrazza's questions concerning youth enploynment and job
training prograns. Ms. Ratti explained that the majority of the kids are able to get entry-level jobs; that what they are focusing
nore on is helping themget GED' s or additional training to enable themto obtain better jobs; and that a | arge percentage of the
gang nenbers are over 18 years of age and their focus is on those under 18.

Chai rman Gal l oway asked if there was any connection between the gangs and the drug problens. Ms. Ratti stated that Reno is not
“"little L.A " yet; that the Truckee Meadows is basically in the "energing" category of gang activity rather than "established"

and that the | ocal gang problens are nore about "turf" although drugs are prevalent in the conmunity. She enphasized that if the
comunity is not vigilant in staying on top of the situation, the gangs will go into the drug business. In response to Board
menbers' concerns, Ms. Ratti pointed out that of the 1,500 gang nenbers, approximtely 15 to 20 percent of them are hard-core gang
menbers; that the rest are good ki ds meking bad decisions; and that these on-going alternative progranms can nmeke a difference for
t hose ki ds.

99-1156 APPEARANCE - M CHAEL BERTRAND, CPA - FEASIBILITY OF TECHNOLOGY BUSI NESS | NCUBATI ON

M chael Bertrand, C.P.A , a business devel opnent consultant, reviewed the findings fromthe study he conducted for the Desert
Research Institute to deternmne the feasibility of establishing a high technol ogy busi ness incubator to be |ocated at the Dandin
Research Park. He described a business incubator as being a facility anywhere from 30 to 40,000 square feet that hel ps as many as
25 new conpani es get started by providing flexible | eases for office space, secretarial/bookkeepi ng services, use of common

equi pnent, busi ness devel opnent services, etc. He stated that they had originally hoped to concentrate on technol ogy businesses,
but have determined that Reno is not really a technol ogy center yet and other necessary ingredients, such as venture capital
patent attorneys, a good | abor pool, etc., are not very well devel oped and not integrated. M. Bertrand further stated that
another thing making it very difficult for Nevada to attract and devel op new technol ogy businesses is that the Constitution
prohibits the State frominvesting in private businesses. He stated that as a result of the study, they are now recomrendi ng a

m xed use incubator with a focus on technol ogy; that they believe that will help develop the infrastructure and investor networks
needed to attract these businesses to this area; and that it should be a non-profit conmunity alliance but should be driven by the
private sector. He then responded to questions by Board nenbers.

Chuck Al vey, EDAWN (Econom ¢ Devel opnment Authority of Western Nevada), advised that he recently |earned of a technol ogy conpany
that was trying to start up in Northern Nevada, but was forced to go to Silicon Valley because of the venture capital funders and
that mi ght not have happened if they had been able to have sone incubation here and had been able to build an enpl oyee base here.
He further stated that EDAWN is fully supportive of the incubation programand the efforts to change the State Constitution to
al | ow government to hel p busi nesses.

Sam Dehne, a Reno Citizen, stated that governnent venture capital is corporate welfare; that no quality business is going to cone
to the Truckee Meadows because of the pollution, noise, and blight; and that the taxes paid by the citizens should not be used to
subsi di ze private business.

Fol l owi ng further discussion, on notion by Comnr ssioner Bond, seconded by Conmi ssioner Sferrazza, which notion duly carried,
Chai rman Gal |l oway ordered that the report, "The Feasibility of Technol ogy Business Incubation in the Reno Metropolitan Area," be
accept ed.
